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Caira: budget optimistic, but realistic

WILMINGTON Town

unveiled his fiscal year 2007 
(FY07) Budget proposal to the 
Board of Selectmen during its 
January 23rd meeting. The 
budget of $68,052,669 avoids any 
layoffs and is predicated, in 
part, on the promise of 
Governor Romney for more 
local aid 

“The foundation for the Fiscal 
Ye 17 Budget is built upon 
a realistic, yet optimistic view 
of revenue,” Caira said during 
his presentation. “The greatest 
potential source of new rev. 
enue is from the state.” 

The ability of cities and towns 
in Massachusetts to indepen. 
dently raise revenues is 
restricted primarily to proper: 
ty taxes and new growth. The 
passage of Proposition 2 1/2 
during the early-1980's, which 
restricts increases to 
property taxes, has left munic- 
ipalities increasingly depen 
dent on local aid funds from 
the state. The funds allocated 
by the state for local aid, how- 
ever, have suffered drastic cuts 
over the past several years. 
Furthermore, the distribution 
of local aid has been disparate 
among similar communities. 

According to “Local 
Communities at Risk" a study 
prepared by the Municipal 
Finance Task Force — in 


September of 2005, 
“Massachusetts cities and 
towns are facing a long-term 
financial crunched caused ‘by 
ine ingly restricted and 
unpredictable local aid lev- 
els...” 

Local aid is primarily com- 
prised of three main cate- 
gories: Chapter 70, which pro- 
vides funding for schools; 
Lottery Aid, which is generated 
by the Mass State Lottery; and 
Additional Assistance, which 
was established to recognize 
disparities in municipal costs 
and resources 

When the Lottery 
Commission was first estab- 
lished, the funds generated 
were supposed to go to only 
three places: to run the Lottery 
operation, to pay out prizes, 
and the remaining funds were 
to go directly to the cities and 
towns of the Commonwealth 
As the state dealt with its 
recession several years ago, it 
began diverting Lottery funds 
away from the municipalities. 

According to Caira, the 
record-breaking revenues post- 
ed by the Massachusetts 
Lottery coupled with better- 
than-expected tax collections 
reported by the Department of 
Revenue, which will likely 
result in a $1 billion increase in 
collections for next year, 
should be a signal that the time 
is right for the Commonwealth

Though still in the very 
beginning stages of design, the 
initial drawings show two 
buildings on the property; a 
four-story building toward the 
rear of the parcel and a three- 
story building closer to the 
street.

The 100 planned units will be 
comprised of studio, one-bed- 
room, and two-bedroom apart- 
ments with sitting areas and 
efficiency kitchens. A small 
theater, a variety of eating 
options, and various activity 
areas will be located on-site. 
The facility would be staffed 
24-hours a di 

West Street residents had 
opposed the120-apartment 
Regency Place proposal, 
which appears to be in limbo 
at the moment, but may be far 
more amenable to the assisted 
living facility. The most wide- 
ly held argument against 
Regency Place centered on the 
resulting traffic that it would 
add to the area. An assisted 
living facility, however, would 
not be a traffic generator. The 
average age of the residents of 
the proposed assisted living 
facility is projected to be 75. 
Those residents with automo- 


biles would take them out only 
occasionally, unlike the aver- 


age resident of even an over-55 
age-restricted — community. 
Visitors, likewise, would prob- 
ably come by on weekends or 
during evening hours.

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WILMINGTON - Despite the 
‘wintry weather, construction is 
tin progress on the first of two 
‘demonstration projects to 
‘reduce stormwater pollution 
running into Silver Lake in 
Wilmington The projects, 


sponsored by the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Conservation and Recreation 
(DCR) through a grant from 


the US Environmental 
Protection Agency, will replace 
stormwater collection and out- 
fall pipes with new “low-impact 
development” (LID) approach- 
es consisting of porous paving 
materials and vegetated areas. 


Currently, stormwater flows 
over paved surfaces, picks up 
pollutants, and is collected in 


pipes. which discharge untreat- 


ed stormwater directly to the 


lake explained Jamie 
Mayaldi Assistant 
Superintendent of the 
Wilmington Department — of 


Public Works, which is partner- 
ing with DCR on the project 
‘Thuy degrades the quality of 
the lake water High bacteria 
coulls in the summer some- 
times force the Town to close 
the swimming area to the pub- 
lic 


Construction of the first pro- 
ject at the Silver Lake beach 
parking lot began on January 
5th. This project will demon- 
strate three LID techniques, 
according to Sara Cohen, 
Project Manager for DCR. 
First, the parking lot will be 
repaved with permeable paving 
materials, which allow 
stormwater to pass through the 
surface and a pollutant-filtering 
base layer to replenish the 
groundwater. Second, planted 
gardens or “bioretention areas” 
will be built around the perime- 
ter and in the center of the 
parking lot to collect and filter 
any overflow runoff and 
improve the lot's aesthetic 
value. The third technique 
involves two planted swales 
which will be built at either end 
of the beach to replace piped 
outfalls. Like the bioretention 
areas, the soils and plant roots 
in the swales will filter 
stormwater before it reaches 
the lake. An added benefit of 
the swales is that they will be 
less attractive to geese than the 
current grassy ; geese 
droppings are suspected to be 
one source of harmful bacteria 
in the lake. 


Construction for the second 
Silver Lake project, which will 
be situated across the lake trom 
the beach, on Silver Lake 
Avenue and Dexter Street, will 
begin in the spring. This pro- 
ject will focus on disconnecting 
stormwater flow paths from the 
storm sewer system. “Instead 
of allowing stormwater to flow 
directly from roofs and drive- 
ways into stormwater pipes, 
we're diverting it into new rain 
gardens and porous parking 
areas along the roadway edge,” 
explained Steve Roy of 
GeoSyntec Consultants, the 
project's designer. As in the 
parking lot, these areas will 
allow the rain to soak into the 
ground where it will be filtered 
by soil and plantings. 

Construction of both Silver 
Lake projects is expected to be 
completed by Cali Corporation 
of Natick in time for next sum- 
mer's recreation season. 

The projects in Wilmington 
are two of nine demonstration 
projects aimed at restoring the 
Ipswich River through a $1 mil- 
lion EPA Targeted Watershed 
grant awarded to DCR in 2004.

Though Congress has made a lot of

Even a 1% chance makes it 


worth the fight 


Dear Editor, 

The Town of Wilmington is in 
the midst of the legal fight of 
its lite. Looming ahead is the 
New England Transrail/Olin 
and Maple Meadow Landfill 
(MMLF) court cases. I believe 
these are connected. 

A few years (2003) ago a 
group of concerned citizens ini- 
tiated three articles at Town 
Meetings to curb the height 
and types of contaminated fill 
that were allowed at the MMLF 
to prevent the further degrade- 
ment of a 200 acre Zone 11 
water recharge area. This area 
provided millions of dollars of 
revenue to the Town and 60% of 
its water supply. The articles 
were passed overwhelmingly 
by the voters. John McNabb of 
Clean Water Action has been a 
responsible helper and the 
Town of Wilmington owes him 
an enormous debt of gratitude 
for his assistance. 

These by-laws were passed in 
April and June of '03 and 
approved by the Attorney 
General's Office in August of 
‘03. But they were ignored by 
the MMLF operators. 
Contaminated fill kept coming 
in, in spite of the by-laws. 

The Town of Wilmington 
agreed to form a Citizens 
Advisory Panel (CAP) to hire 
an engineering = firm 
Geolnsight to consider the 
MMLF situation. A scathing 
report siting numerous errors 
brought the DEP to the realiza- 
tion that things were not what 
they should be. A flyover paid 
for by the Town provided proof 
that the quantity of fill exceed- 
ed that permitted by the DEP. 
A final accounting of income by 
MEA- estimated to be at least 
thirty million dollars - was not 
forth coming. The MMLF was 
closed by the DEP. 

fhe Spinazola Family Trust is 
bringing suit against the Town 
to attempt to ignore the new by- 
laws. They have an agreement 
with Massachusetts 
Environmental Assoc. (MEA) 
to operate the landfill. 

_In— December—'05 Town 
Altorney DeRensis/Adams 


notified the Town that the pre- 
liminary decision by Judge 
Lombardi of the Superior Land 
Court was that he would favor 
the DEP Solid Waste Division 
as a matter of Law not facts 
because they are an entity by 
themselves not subject to cor- 
rection by Towns. His final 
Judgement will not be ready 
for a couple of weeks. At that 
time we can Appeal his deci- 
sion if it is not to our liking 

Wilmington is not alone in 
this battle. Several other Towns 
seek relief from the poorly 
managed D landfill sites. 
Wilmington's actions have been 
admired and copied by the 
other Towns. 

Selectman Newhouse has not 
stood up for the residents of 
south Wilmington in spite of 
over whelming voter support 
for the new by laws at the Town 
Meetings. 

Selectman Newhouse has con- 
sistently raised the question of 
what are our chances of win- 
ning and how much will it cost 
While both of these are serious 
matters of concern, they should 
not decide whether or not to 
Appeal. If you had only a one 
percent chance of a surgical 
success would you not take it if 
you knew you would die without 
it? 

Do we want our Town to be a 
dumping ground for neighbor 
ing Towns? Do we want 400+ 
trucks of trash daily going to 
the Olin/NET site through our 
roads? 

We need wise Selectmen of 
vision, pride in their Town and 
who support the voters over- 
whelming decision. ~—-Mr. 
Newhouse's position in his 
recent letter reflects none of 
these. 

We are fortunate to have on 
board an excellent legal team 
to fight these battles 
Deutsch/Williams with Paul 
DeRensis being counsel to the 
Town.

These head- 
lines are just a small portion of 
the news from the past five days. 

What is going on in the world? 
The moment you snap on the 
radio, click on your television or 
open a newspaper, one story 
after another about the abuse of 
children in our state leaps out at 
you. We have failed as a state to 
provide a safe environment for 
all children, leaving the most 
helpless among us to suffer the 
consequences. 

Though all these circum- 
stances are horrifying - the story 
of little Haleigh Poutre has to be 


the most tragic. This child never 
had a chance in the world. Five 
years ago, her mother ran off 
with her boyfriend and left 
Haleigh with a cousin - but not 
before the boyfriend had alleged- 
ly raped the little girl. 
Unfortunately, Holli Strickland, 
the cousin Haleigh's mother had 
left her with was hardly mother 
material and even more unfortu- 
nately, she was married to Jason 
Strickland, who is someone less 
than human. 

There had been reports of 
abuse to Haleigh on more than 
one occasion, but the state 
thought it best to ignore them.

"Reyardless of the student's 
school." she explained, "the 
applicauion process for 
Wilmington residents is being 
administered onlyy through 
Wilmington High. All eligible 
students must complete and 
return applications to that 
school's designated program 
administrator. It is the respon- 
sibility of any non-Wilmington 
High participants to ensure 
that all deadlines and require- 
ments are met as set forth by 
Wilmington High."

Rainwater harvesting 
systems distributed to. 
Wilmington residents 


WILMINGTON - Rainwater 
Recovery Inc. has completed 
the deployment of 39 rainwater 
harvesting systems at resi- 
S in Wilmington, 
ssachusetts. The systems, 
designed to capture roof run-off 
and store it for outdoor water 
use, are being provided under a 
U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) Targeted 
Watershed grant program 
being managed and adminis- 
tered by the Massachusetts 
Department of Conservation & 
Recreation (DCR) 

The harvesting systems con- 
sist of either a 200 or 800 gallon 
storage tank connected to one 
of the household's existing roof 
downspouts. They deliver rain- 
water though a standard hose 
spigot attached to the storage 
tank at pressures equivalent to 
typical house pressure, allow- 
ing full use of garden hoses and 
sprinklers for outdoor water 
use. 

The project, under the super- 
vision of DCR project manager 
Sara Cohen, seeks to measure 
the water conservation impact 
of replacing potable water with 
rainwater for outdoor use. It 
also serves to raise awareness 
and promote smarter choices 
around water. The rainwater 
harvesting project is one of 
nine demonstration projects 
being funded by the EPA grant 
to study ways to restore a 
healthy volume of flow to the 
Ipswich River. All nine of the 
demonstration projects focus 
on either recharging stormwa- 
ter to groundwater or reducing 
the amount of pumping from 
groundwater sources. As 
groundwater provides the dry- 
weather flow for rivers and 
streams, more water in the 
groundwater system means 
healthier streamflows during 
dry periods. Because roof 
runoff can also be a source of 
replenishment to groundwater 


stores, rainwater harvesting 
techniques are most environ- 
mentally protective when cpmi- 
bined with landscaping tech- 
niques that minimize the water 
requirements of the plantin, 

“Wilmington residents baye 
shown substantial interest in 
the rainwater harvesting, pro- 
ject,” said DCR Commissioner 
Stephen H. Burrington, “The 
combination of people wanting 
to do what's right for ‘the 
Ipswich River and 
Wilmington's partial ban on the 
use of public drinking water for 
irrigation purposes both con- 
tributed to this project's suc- 
cess, and in turn, will help raise 
the visibility of more responsi- 
ble water use.” 

“We are very excited to be 
able to provide the design and 
installation of these systems for 
the program - since they work 
not only as a water saving 
device but also as an education- 
al tool for the families that are 
participating in the gra..t”, sdid 
Philip Reidy, a Principal at 
Rainwater Recovery, Inc.

God Bless America 
God Bless Us All

emigrated to America and ulti- 
mately settled in Suffolk, 
Virginia, a small town where 
anti-Semitism and racial ten- 
sions ran high. Ruth candidly 
describes her parents’ loveless 
marriage; her fragile, handi- 
capped mother; her cruel, sexu- 
ally-abusive father; and the rest 
of the family and life she aban- 
doned. 

At seventeen, after fleeing 
Virginia and settling in New 
York City, Ruth married black 
minister Dennis McBride and 
together they founded the all- 
black New Brown Memorial 
Baptist Church in their Red 
Hook living room. A deeply reli- 
gious woman, Ruth McBride 
taught her children that “God is 
the color of water,” firmly con- 
vinced that life's blessings and 
strong values transcend race. 
Alternating chapters with his 
mother's compelling narrative, 
McBride recollects his own 
experiences as a mixed-race 
child of poverty, his flirtations 
with drugs and violence, and 
his eventual self-discovery and 
‘Su S. 

Twice widowed from good 
men of little means, continually 
confronting overwhelming 
poverty and prejudice, Ruth 
succeeded in seeing her dozen 
children through college-and 
most through graduate school- 
to become accomplished pro- 
fessionals. At age 65, she her- 
self received a degree in Social 
Work Administration from 
Temple University. 

This book generated a lot of 
discussion within the Bookends 
group. The Color of Water is 
subtitled A Black Man's Tribute 
to His White Mother. Most 
Bookenders were very moved 
by Ruth's story but even more 
by the tragic life of Ruth's 
mother, a gentle cripple who 
spoke no English, abused by 
her husband and abandoned by 
her children. There was some 
discussion~about the abuse 
Ruth had endured from her 
father, and to what degree her 
admitted lack of self-esteem

informed the choices she was to 
make in her life. Some mem- 
bers questioned why Ruth, 
given her reduced economic 
circumstances, would have so 
many children A few 
Bookenders recalled growing 
up in large families and related 
to McBride's, where the chil- 
dren looked after each other. In 
an earlier time large families 
were more common, neighbors 
looked out for each other and 
children were freer to come and 
go. 

Bookenders appreciated 
McBride's frankness on what it 
meant to grow up biracial and 
find one's own identity amid 
two often-opposing cultures. We 
wondered if, ten years after the 
book's publication and the 
increased acceptance of mixed 
marriages, the struggle was 
still the same. An opinion was 
expressed disbelieving that all 
of Ruth's children were accept- 
ed to college on their own 
merit, speculating that being 
black was an advantage to 
them. Others pointed out that 
Ruth had sent her children to 
the most demanding schools 
and that they were certainly 
capable of meeting college 
entrance requirements. In addi- 
tion, affirmative action pro- 
grams as we know them today 
were few and far between. 

Reading this book in January, 
we cannot help but be reminded 
of Dr. Martin Luther King who, 
toward the end of a speech he 
gave in Washington, D.C. said, 
“I have a dream that my four 
little children will one day live 
in a nation where they will not 
be judged by the color of their 
skin but by the content of their 
character.” Amen.

I received a call from Don 
Ugolini of Palmer Way, 
Wilmington late in December, 
suggesting that the reason why 
mourning doves were scarce 
was because they are all in his 
yard! So call off the search par 
ties. False alarm!

Position of Wilmington's Town 
Counsel in June of 2003 with an 
agreed upon budget for legal 
Services of $132,800. 

An December of 2003, the 
hoard voted 4 to 1, with 
Selectman Robert Palmer as 
the lone dissenter, to discard 
the contract and to accept a 
revised agreement presented 
by DeRensis halfway through 
his term. 

The new agreement included 
a lower retainer fee, but includ- 
ed hourly billing for litigation 
and specialized services at a 
rate of $160 per hour. That 
hourly rate increased to $165 in 
January of 2004 and did not 
stipulate any sort of monetary 
cap. 

The Board's decision to 
accept the new agreement 
stemmed from the assertion of 
DeRensis that the town faced 
serious legal issues, above and 
beyond what would normally 
be expected for a town of its 
size. He further asserted that 
he was never informed, prior to 
His acceptance of the appoint- 
‘ment, of the extent of town 
counsel services that would be 
‘required to effectively protect 
the legal standing of the town. 
DeRensis told the Board, in 
December 2003, that in only 

e months his firm had lost 
‘approximately $110,000 as a 
result of the, then existing, 
$132,800 budget 

According to DeRensis, the 
town will not have to increase 
the retainer portion of the 
eompensation in fiscal year 
2007 if it can effectively curb 
existing inefficiencies _ that 
often result in a duplication of 
efforts by the lega! team 
DeRensis outlined a number of 
potential avenues for rectifying 
the situation. 

0 Town Counsel should 
be required to attend fewer 
Board of Selectman meetings. 
The Board voted in 2005 that

“Why are similarly situated 
communities with comparable 
demographics, treated so differ 
ently?” Caira pondered 

To nail the point home, Caira 
stated that Wilmington's project 
ed distribution of 2006 Chapter 70 
funds will amount to million, 
translating to $914 per student. 
Tewksbury's — projected — 2006 
Chapter 70 funds are projected to 
be more than $11.9 million; trans- 
lating to $2,553 per student 

Caira' FY07 Budget expects an 
increase in Chapter 70 aid to 
Wilmington by $387,000, which 
still represents a figure substan. 
tially lower than 2002 levels 

In addition to the expectation of 
increases to local aid, the FY07 
Budget proposal relies on $1.3 
million from the town's free cash

reserve and $700,000 from trash 


stabilization funds. 

“Without the use of these two 
funds, the town would be forced to 
reduce the budget by $2 million 
resulting in major cutbacks to 
municipal and school services,” 
Caira said 

Though the town's free cash 
reserves has been certified at $3.9 
million, Caira advised against 
using more than the $1.3 million 
proposed. Instead, he s-ressed 
the importance of building 
reserves back up. Wilmington's 
free cash once stood at more than 
$9 million” Due to the difficult 
economic times, the town has had 
to dip into the free cash for each 
of the last several years 

“If local aid falls below the tar- 
geted increases, the town would 
need to re-examine its spending 
priorities and cut the budget 
accordingly,” Caira said 
“Conversely, if the town receives 
more revenue in a particular 
account than anticipated, these 
funds should be reserved to 
restore free cash: This conserva- 
tive approach to budgeting should 
help the town’ to maintain ade- 
quate reserves to deal with future 
budget uncertainties.”

o DeRensis seeks “Better sup- 
port from the Town Manager.” 
DeRensis asserts that Town 
Manager Michael Caira has 
not instructed his staff to heed 
the advice of Town Counsel. 

“We see the reason why so 
many attorney hours have to 
be spent addressing what 
should be routine issues is 
because many town officials 
have not gotten the message to 
listen to town counsel on many 
issues in a proactive way,” 
DeRensis wrote. “Instead we 
have sometimes found our- 
selves in situation where town 
officials balk at advice, talk 
back, expressing an unwilling- 
ness to listen to legal conclu- 
sions.” 

© The town should supply 
more complete information, 
according to  DeRensis. 
DeRensis asserts that his 
office does not always get all 
pertinent information relating 
to a question. 

“The (retainer portion of the 
budget) presupposes that the 
town supplies all relevant 
information and our function is 
to evaluate and reach conclu- 
sions,” DeRensis wrote.

Caira proposed that the Board 
of Selectmen establish a fee pro- 
gram for the curbside collection 
of appliances, computer monitors 
and televisions. A survey con: 
ducted by the Wilmington 
Department of Public Works 
(DPW) found that most commu 
nities charge for the collection of 
such items. Wilmington was 
found to have a consistently high 
er tonnage of trash collected than 
in those communities charging 
fees, despite the *fact that 
Wilmington's population is lower 
than most of them. Furthermore, 
Wilmington's tonnages for such 
items have doubled during the 
past few years, corresponding to 
the adoption of collection fees by 
other communities. 

“It is our opinion that the main 
reason for this increase is due to 
the fact that appliances and TV's 
belonging to friends and relatives 
living in neighboring towns who 
charge a pick-up fee, are very 
often ending up in the Town 
Wilmington's waste stream,” 
Caira said 

Caira's proposal recommends 
the town charge $10 for each 
appliance or CRT collection and a 
household charge of $15 for the 
use of the recycling center. 

The $68 million spending level of 
Caira's proposed FY07 Budget 
represents slightly less than $3.5 
million over the $65 million FY06 
budget 

“Substantia! increases in ener- 
gy, health insurance and pension 
costs account for more than $1.4 


‘million of the increase,” Caira 


said. 

An increase of $157,508, or 9.9 
percent, over the FY06 budget for 
administrative and financial 
departments is due largely to the 
two state elections to be held and 
to the state-mandated revaluation 
project, which are estimated to 
cost $15,000 and $109,360 respec- 
tively 
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0 Town Counsel should be 
required to attend fewer non- 
Board of Selectmen meetings, 
according to DeRensis. 
DeRensis asserts that his 
firm's attorneys are often 
asked to provide advice and/or 
opinions only to have to attend 
meetings to reaffirm the posi- 
tion. 

“May we suggest ending the 
cycle of endless meetings in 
Wilmington,” DeRensis wrote: 
“The town is compelling repeti- 
tious attendance by counsel 
that is unnecessary.” 

0 Town should rely more on 
written legal opinions, sug- 
gests DeRensis. According to 
DeRensis, a deeper reliance on 
written advice/opinions would 
reduce the number of times an 
attorney would need to appear 
in person. 

“The legal needs for the town 
require multiple lawyers with 
different areas of specialties,” 
DeRensis wrote. “Logically, 
requiring answers in person 
means that multiple lawyers 
must attend meetings, which 
becomes a very costly way to 
do business.” 

Selectman Michael Newhouse 
has requested copies of what- 
ever time slips and billing 
statements that may serve as 
the basis for the calculated fig- 
ure of $119,778.75 in order to 
fully understand the nature of 
the work that has caused the 
firm to exceed the retainer 
budget. 

According to DeRensis, he 
has provided the town with the 
documentation requested. As 
of press deadline, Newhouse 
had not had a chance to review. 

The Town Crier has also 
requested copies of the same 
documentation, but DeRensis 
denied the request due to the 
existence of attorney/client 
information not appropriate 
for public dissemination.

$150,000 to 20) reflecting 
recent years’ experience in legal 
costs. 

The budget proposal funds five 
replacement cruisers for the 
police department, as well as two 
defibrillators and a new ambu: 
lance for the fire department 
s ing levels will not change. 

The DPW budget is expected to 
increase by just under $253,000, or 
5.2 percent. ‘The increase reflects 
the rising cost of gasoline, an 
expected increase for rubbish col 
lection, a yardwaste recycling 
program with a re-opened recy 
cling center, contractual increas- 
es, and the cost to fund the prop- 
er disposal of street cleanings 
and catch basin cleanings. The 
budget will fund several projects. 
including the Canal Street and 
Lawrence Street culvert replace 
ments, as well as the continuing 
Woburn Street sidewalk project 
Caira's budget proposal also cov- 
ers the replacement of a one-ton 
dump truck and a mechanics 
truck. The existing mechanics 
truck, which has proven too light- 
duty for the task. will be reas- 
signed within the department 

An increase in the Public 
Buildings Department budget of 
$316,658, or 97 percent, is pro- 
posed. The increase is attributed 
primarily to the unprecedented 
rise in energy costs 

Increases to budgets of commu- 
nity development departments 
are minimal, as are the increases 
to the — Library budget 
Department of Elderly Services, 
and the Recreational 
Department 

The School Department budget 
is proposed to be $25,604,000, rep- 
resenting a $750,000 increase over 
the previous year. Wilmington, 
according to the Department of 
Education, has exceeded its 
required net school spending by 
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John Forrest, is currently serv. 
ing on the Board. 

Following the 2003 reappoint 
ment, both Lepore and McCoy 
criticized the terms of Caira's 
contract, which they argued 
offers an extravagant severance 
package. 

Selectmen Suzanne Sullivan and 
Frank West were both elected to 
the Board in April 2003. Prior to 
election, both of them were like- 
wise critical of the severance 
package contained in Caira's 2003 
contract. 

The fifth current selectman. 
Michael Newhouse, was elected 
in 2004. Newhouse has not pub- 
licly criticized the manager's 
contract 

Proponents of the contract 
argued that the severance pack 
age offered little more than pro- 
tection from a whimsical dis: 
missal, but states clearly that the 
Town Manager may be relieved 
from his duties for just cause 
without the benefit of any sever 
ance payment 

In the most recent Board of 
Selectmen meeting, West request- 
ed that the Board be supplied 
with copies of the existing con- 
tract as well as the previous con 
tract between Caira and the 
town, which was signed in 2000. 

In comparing the latest con: 
tract with the 2000 version of the 
Town Manager's contract, two 
differences can be found in 
Section 3 of both documents. 
which addresses Termination and 
Severance Pay 

In the 2000 version, severance is 
set at 4 months of salary to be 
paid in a lump sum payment if 
the Town Manager is terminated 
other than for “just cause,” 
regardless of when the hypotheti 
cal dismissal might occur. 

The 2003 version, however, pro 
vides for a severance of all salary 
remaining within the agreed 
upon contract. In other words, if 
the Town Manager were dis 
missed without just cause one 
year into the contract, he would 
receive the remaining two years 
worth of salary in one lum 


ment. However, if the Town 


more than $4.5 million. 

“The irony of that number is 
that local support appears to 
have enabled the state to avoid 
meeting its fair share of 
Wilmington’s educational cost,” 
Caira said. “A review of area 
school districts' Chapter 70 state 
aid is an alarming exemplifica 
tion of the state's failure to ade- 
quately and fairly fund the 
Wilmington Public School sys- 
tem. If only we were receiving 
our fair entitlement, a very good 
school system would be that 
much better.” 

Included in Caira's budget pro- 
posal is $55,000 to fund two feasi- 
bility studies, a school facility 
feasibility study and a municipal 
department facility feasibility 
study 

The first feasibility study would 
provide a comprehensive evalua: 
tion of system-wide needs for the 
school system to determine cur. 
rent and future needs. 

The municipal department facil. 
ity feasibility study would focus 
primarily on the Fire 
Department and the need for a 
fire sub-station in North 
Wilmington. Caira recommended 
that the DPW, the Water & Sewer 
Department, and the Public 
Buildings space needs also be 
evaluated within the second 
study. 

“The fiscal year 2007 budget 
proposal is grounded in its belief 
that its adoption will appropriate: 
ly serve the needs of the people of 
Wilmington.” Caira said. “It is 
intended as a positive reflection 
on town government's respect for 
its citizens.”

threshold for termination has 
most assuredly been lowered 

Gross misconduct, admittedly 
is a difficult term to define and 
not necessarily easy to argue ui 
court. Especially in cases dea! 
ing with labor law. 

According to the Employee 
Benefits Institute of America, in 
the court case of Chatterjee \ 
School District of Philadelphia 
2001, for instance, a high schvo! 
teacher was fired and then sued 
the school district that fired him 
for COBRA benefits. The school 
district argued that it had termi 
nated the teacher's employment 
for gross misconduct and was 
therefore not obligated to offer 
COBRA. The court noted that 
COBRA does not specifically 
define gross misconduct and that 
other courts deciding COBRA 
gross misconduct cases have bor 
rowed definitions of “willful mis- 
conduct" or similar terms found 
in state unemployment compen 
sation laws. The teacher, in this 
case, was granted COBRA bene 
fits, 

The term “malfeasance,” how 
ever, likewise lowers the thresh 
old for termination and is more 
easily defined. generally as being 
wrongful conduct that affects the 
performance of one's official 
duties

Lucci’s celebrates 
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The store stood on Lowell 
Street, close to Woburn Street 
The heat in the store came 


trom a wood stove, and the fuel 
for the stove came from the 
streets of East Wilmington, The 
women would pick up sticks as 
they walked around town, and 
tore them in the basement 

Behind the store was Glenn 
Downs’ house and barn, A 
familiar scene would be Downs 
driving his cows down Woburn 
Street, and across Lowell Street 
to Darling's (Babcock’s) field 
in the morning and back to the 
barn for milking about 4 p.m. 
One of his sons would get out 
and stop the traffic on Lowell 
Street while they crossed. He 
had about 30 head 

Across Woburn Street from 
the Downs' place was Herb and 
Nina Barrows’ house. Herb 
owned a 70-acre farm, which he 
sold to Avco in 1957, Across 
Lowell Street was the Gowing- 
Swain house, and diagonally 


ac from the store was 
Bobby Barrows’ house. 
The corner took its name 


from Perry's blacksmith shop, 
which stood on the southwest 
corner of the intersection. The 
blacksmith shop was gone by 
the time the Lucci's bought the 
store. Today there is a grove of 
trees where the blacksmith 
shop once stood 
After two years in the old 
store, John bought land from 
Downs and had a new store 
built, easterly of the old 
Murray store. Bill Irwin drew 
up the plans. That building is 
still there. Today it is LeDuc’s 
Card Shop. 

The old store was torn down, 
and Arthur Allgrove got the 
stove, which he put it in his 
nursery building, off Woburn 
Street. Arthur had a business 
selling “berry bowls” and other 
agricultural oddities. He was 
one of the first to work with 
Bonsai in the U.S. But’ when 
Lacci’s opened, Arthur was the 
advertising manager of the 
Town Crier. 

After tearing down the old 
store, John bought more land 
and began building additional 
storefronts next to his new 
building. Before long, he had

Barden the Florist, Ron 
McCoy’s barbershop, a beauty 
shop, Kristal Pharmacy, 
Sullivan's Restaurant, and 
other stores, 

By the mid-sixties, the super 
market had outgrown its space. 
About 1965, John again bought 
land from Downs and built a 
new, much larger supermarket 
farther back from the street 

The original supermarket was 
leased to local printer Phil 
LeDue. For many years, he ran 
a printing operation, and sold 
stationery and cards. Now the 
LeDucs have a Hallmark store. 

Then a prospective tenant 
wanted to open a drycleaners, 
which required a change in zon- 
ing. So John went to town meet: 
ing and got the zoning he need- 
ed. The experience of speaking 
in front of the town meeting led 
John to take a Dale Carnegie 
course. 

Next came a package store. 
John bought the license of the 
Wilmington Center Pharmacy 
and opened East Gate Liquors. 
He later opened a second store 
in North Reading. 

The property soon sprouted 
not one but two banks. Melrose- 

Vakefield Trust built an office, 
and Melrose Savings Bank soon 
followed suit. The former is 


now a Dunkin’ Donuts. The lat

“Committee member Pete 
Dahl asked, ‘Are we able to 
monitor, on a month by 
month basis, what is expend- 
ed in energy costs?’ 

“We are watching them 
very closely, Superintendent 
Patrick Schettini replied. 
‘The two areas we watch 
closely are special education 
and energy spending’ 


“‘We meet weekly to 
review these costs.’ 

“According to Director of 
Finance and Personnel Mary 
DeLai, $714,000 has been set 
aside for energy costs 
However, due to increases in 
gas prices and fuel sur- 
charges on electricity costs, 
the Fiscal Year 2006 budget 
might suffer a quarter mil- 
lion dollar shortfall in that 
area 

“We have reserved a 
quarter million dollars out of 
the building maintenance 
budget,’ DeLai said. ‘We are 
asking the school administra. 
tors to act as energy part 
ners.’ 

“DeLai reported that she 
has the ability to print out 
the expenditures on any part 
of the budget on a monthly 
basis if required by the 
Committee. 

“Dahl expressed his opin- 
ion that special education 
costs should be pretty well 
fixed at this time of year, as 
the number of participants 
and the costs of programs 
are set. However, he was con- 
cerned about the price of 
energy. 

“This is a serious issue 
and we want to be on top of 
it,” Dahl said. 

“According to DeLai, part 
of the energy cost challenge 
this year is that some of the 
schools had recently been 
converted, as part of the ren- 
ovation and building pro- 
gram, to use gas. This was 
done as a cost saving mea- 
sure and to better the quality 
of air in the schools. 


“However, the effects of 
two hurricanes that hit the 
Gulf of Mexico region this 
fall has driven up the cost of 
gas supplies to recover the 
cost of damages.
